ASIANS in a city suburb 
have slammed Polish 
newcomers for spoiling 
their neighbourhood. 


Community leaders have 
accused migrants flooding into 
Southall, west London, of being 
rowdy, fighting drunks. 

They also claim hundreds of Asian 
labouring businesses in places 
like Southampton, Crewe and 
Edinburgh are being forced to fold 
because the Poles are under-cutting 
them to get work. 

Southall was known as “Little 
India” because of its cultural mix of 
Indian, Bangladeshi, Afghan and 
Pakistani residents. 

But almost 308,000 Poles have 
registered for work in the UK since 
the EU expanded in May 2004. The 
Government had expected only 
about 13,000. 

Jas Karan Singh, president of the 
West London Asian Society, told the 
Daily Star Sunday: “People used to 
come to Southall to experience its 
unique culture and atmosphere. 

“But these Polish people are 
changing all that. 

“I was forced to move house 
because of their drunken fights in

the middle of the night. We are very 
concerned that they are snatching 
jobs from Asians and indulging in 
drinks and drugs. 

“The Government should have 
thought out its policy before letting 
them in.”

OJ Simpson is 
in fear of 
reprisals after a 
book deal 
backfired 


OJ SIMPSON is in fear for 
his life after making new 
revelations about the 
murder of his ex-wife. 


He has hired round-the-clock 
bodyguards dreading reprisals 
after announcing the existence for 
the first time of an accomplice. 


The mystery witness is referred to as 
“Charlie” in his banned book, If I Did It, 
which tells of how he might have killed 
Nicole and her friend Ron Goldman. 


The Daily Star Sunday has learned 
from a source close to US publisher 
Regan Books that Simpson was 
prepared to make the revelations in 
return for a £1.8million fee. 

In his hypothetical “confession” for 
the book, the former American football 
star claims Charlie drove him to his 
ex-wife Nicole’s home in Simpson’s 
own Bronco, handed him a knife then 
witnessed the bloodbath. 

Last night the source said: “Simpson 
was prepared to blow the lid off the 
case by revealing the existence of 
Charlie for the first time when the 
money was on the table.” 

But the book and an explosive inter- 
view scheduled to be shown on

America’s Fox network this week were 
dropped by Rupert Murdoch who owns 
both the TV station and the publishing 
house following a huge public outcry 
in America. 

Our source added: “Simpson crossed 
over the threshold for cash. He was 
prepared to take the consequences as 
long as he had millions of dollars. 

“But now, since the deal backfired, 
he’s left with nothing — and he’s savvy 
enough to realise Charlie will come 
looking for him.

“The word from OJ’s camp is that 
Charlie is seething- and OJ is scared to 
death. There’s even talk of him jump- 
ing on a flight to the Caribbean to hide 
away until the heat dies down.” 

Simpson, 59, was cleared of killing 
Nicole and Goldman at a sensational 
criminal trial in 1995. 

Two years later, he was found liable 
for their deaths in a civil judgment and 
ordered to pay £17million damages. He 
has never paid a penny — and lives in 
Florida where his sizeable pension is 
protected by state laws.

LOTTO winner Lee Ryan 
is in mourning after his 
cousin was hacked to death 
in a suspected gang killing. 

But he is afraid to attend 
the funeral in case bailiffs 
collar him for £80,000 of 
unpaid debts. 

Ryan, 44, who now lives 
in the central Asian state 
of Kyrgyzstan, blew his 
£6.5million Lotto win on a 
mansion, cars and a 
helicopter. 

He was heartbroken after 
learning of the twisted 
killing of 39-year-old 
Christopher Elliott.

Ryan told a pal: “He was 
such a lovely guy. He was a 
carer for his dad who has 
Alzheimer’s and cancer.” 

The torched and mutilated 
body of the dad-of-two was 
found by police in woods at 
Roundhay, Leeds. 

Cops were investigating 
reports that Elliott had 
been abducted from his 
blood-smeared home in 
Bramley. 

Ryan, who has 88 
criminal convictions, fled 
the UK owing £80,000 to 
credit card companies. 

He now lives with second 
wife Jika, 27, and their tot 
Tallulah.

A SHOCKING surge in the 
use of cocaine among 
Britain’s students is 
revealed today by the Daily 
Star Sunday. 


Three-quarters of universities 
tested positive for the potentially 
lethal drug in an undercover 
investigation. 

The disturbing results fuel fears UK 
students are taking more dangerous 
drugs than ever to cope with exam 
stress. 

Stars including Pete Doherty and 
Kate Moss have been blamed for 
making cocaine “cool”, with use 
among 16 to 24-year-olds doubling in 
the last seven years. 

Another reason for the increase is 
the dramatic fall in the price of Class 
A drugs. Prices have plummeted from 
£200 a gramme to just £40 per gramme. 

One gramme is enough for about 
eight lines of coke. 

One student, who did not wish to be 
named, said he was not at all surprised 
by the alarming results of the Daily 
Star Sunday’s probe. 

He said: “Cocaine is rife and I think 
it’s getting worse. 


All but four bars 
tested positive 


“Students claim they are always 
broke but we have a lot of money to 
throw about on enjoyment and a lot 
spend it on drugs. 

“I tried it at university last year. 
Cannabis is the most common drug but 
more people are trying coke.” 

Of the 18 campuses we visited for 
random testing across the country, all 
but four tested positive for cocaine. 

We used special wipes approved by 
the FBI to check the backs of toilet 
seats, toilet roll holders and other 
surfaces in union bars. 

Even the smallest trace of the drug 
turns the cloth from pink to blue. 

Bristol University, attended by 
Prime Minister’s son Euan Blair, was 
found to have more traces of cocaine 
than anywhere else. Two out of three 
toilets were covered in the drug. 

London’s College of Law also 
showed traces of cocaine and in 
Wales, Swansea University Union’s 
JC’s bar and Cardiff’s Solus club fell 
foul of our tests. 

In Nottingham, traces of cocaine 
were also found in the university 
union’s Ark bar toilets. 

Its magazine recently warned 
students about the dangers of sharing 
straws and bank notes to 
snort the drug. 

And on the day of our 
test, Nottingham police 
publicly revealed that 
officers found drugs in 24 
out of 28 city centre bars.

Birmingham University 
also failed our tests 
despite its “zero drugs 
policy”. 

And traces of cocaine 
were found in the first 
cubicles tested at The 
HUBs union at Sheffield 
Hallam University and 
the students’ unions at 
both Liverpool John 
Moores University and 
Portsmouth University. 


Caught 


Toilets at Leicester’s De 
Montfort University 
union bar, Level One, 
showed heavy use of 
cocaine, as did those at 
the Academy bar in 
Manchester University 
union, Brighton Univ- 
ersity’s Retreat bar and 
London University’s 
Duck & Dive bar. 

Only the student 
unions in Bournemouth, 
Cambridge, Oxford and 
London’s City University 
were clean. 

But even Oxford was 
caught out earlier this 
year by its own student 
newspaper, which found 
coke was being taken by 
students to help deal with 
academic pressures. 

Peter Stoker, director of 


the National Drug 
Prevention Alliance, said: 
“Students at university 
have long followed a 
tradition of doing 
reckless things. 

“What the results say is 
a good indicator to the 
universities that there is 


definitely a lot of cocaine 
out there and it’s becom- 
ing a problem.” 

One student who admit- 
ted dealing in cocaine was 
shocked 
when a girl fell ill after 
taking drugs he sold her.
